friend of the ex-lieutenant governor, say s 
death was caused hy apoplexy , which had 
long threatened the veteran journalist. Dr. 
W ickersham was alm ost the first person 
on the scene who recognized the dead man. 
He was greatly shocked at the circum ­ 
stances and the place of his friend’s death, 
and made im m ediate arrangem ents for the 
transfer of the remains to J ordan's under­ 
taking establishm ent,at 14 M adison^treot, 
w hither they were taken at m idnight. 


T ak e n 111 on t h e S t r e e t . 
Mr. Shuman had entered the hotel on 
Quincy street only ten m inutes before he 
was fatally stricken. 
Quincy street is a 
dark and uninviting street, and occupied 
by cheap lodging houses and other places 
of like character. 
It was 11 o’clock when 
Mr. Shum an walked heavily up the dirlv 
stairw ay at 18 Quincy street, 
lie was

denly ill, and was too much worn out to 
go home or to any of the hotels he patron­ 
ized.
